Doherty, who served in plain clothes, 
was off duty when the shooting took 
place. But he is said to have been in 
the habit of watching his beat through 
these “bad lands” at odd moments 
while not dn regular duty. ;

The fact’ that the police were unable 
to obtain definite-information led to one 
that Doherty had been wegylatd 

on orders from vice “lords” of the} 
neighborhood. It was openly talked 
about that a conspiracy had been laid | 
to. kill Dohegty for his interference 
with vice conditions...
